How to Preserve Leave,, and Plants. 


To preserve leaves and oilier parts of

They should be dried as 
rapiclJy as possible by passing a warm flat- 
iron over the paper each time the change is 
made. They should be kept under mod-

The Pn lent Method of Accepting Expert 


TcHthnony In Murder Trials Doea Not 
Dlffei From That of Taking Evidence. 
Two J'luriH Suggested. 


The question of a new method of taking 


expert medical testimony is bein^ actively 
iiKitnted in the Academy of Medicine and 
In tlio Society of Medical Jurisprudence. 
Supremo Court Justice Willard Bartlctt 
and Pn tensor Lundou Carter Gray ure the 
leaders in the movement. 


"Is a -eform needed, in your opinion, in 


the prc" ent method of taking expert medic- 
al and chemical testimony?" Dr. Gray was 
asked y 'Stcrclay. 


"The very fact that experts are so much 


derided by lawyers and regarded with su.s- 
picion by the laity," he said, "isevidence of 
theneeO ofarcform. Besides, those who are 
thoroughly acquainted with the matters on 
which c xpertB are called to testify know 
well thdt it is the exception to the rule for 
the juri' s to obtain the real truth about the 
matter. And the jurors are the judges. In 
additioi, the best medical men are very re- 
luctant to go upon the witness stand, as 
they fee) that their reputation, laboriously 
obtained through long years, is likely to be 
jeopardised by the contradiction of soiiio 
utterly incompetent person." 


"Is no" expert testimony often rendered 


practically valueless by the contradictions 
of expei ts assuming to equal knowledge, 
and betv eon whom the jury is unable to 
discriminate intelligently?" 


"Undoubtedly. That is the reason why 


I think i reform Is needed. The law ought 
to put e> ports abovesuspicion, andit outjht 
to provu B for Homo means of discriminating 
between the competency of experts. 


"The present system is a failure because 


the oxpc ts are cm ployed as partisans, are 
expected to go in to court to fight for their 
own side and against the other side, and if 
they mai ntairi, as they should do, a perfect- 
ly impar ml and judicial attitude and ad- 
mit somi thing that is damaging to their 
side, the. are considered to be disloyal. 


"The tneory of the law is that the quali- 


ties of an expert can bo determined by cross 
examination, but tins is a fallacy, for there 
are few l.iwycrs—not one out of a thousand 
—who will coach themselves for the task, 
and there are even fewer lawyers who are 
capable of mastering the subject in such a 
bhort spa e of time." 


"What now plan would you suggest?" Dr. 
Gray wa; asked. 


"I linvi two plans," he replied, "which 1 


believe w ould go far to remedy the evils of 
tho prcsc lit method of taking expert testi- 
mony. 


"I won d suggest, in the first place, that 


theexper's in jury cases hold a conference 
and exim ine the plaintiff, either before or 
dutmg the trial. Second, I would suggest 
that in c ises tried by a judge alono, the 
judge sclc ct two medical men of reputation 
in tho branch of medicine under discussion 
to act as his medical advisers and to sit 
with turn on the bench for that purpose, to 
bo paid by the state or city. 


"The fust plan or system of conferences 


has been for many years the custom in 
Leeds, England, and is spoken of by Sir 
James Fitestephen in his history of the 
English ci iminal law as having been so suc- 
cessful tl.at the medical men are scarcely 
ever ci oss examined, although it should be, 
I think, the privilege of counsel to do this, 
if they so "hoose. 


"In such a conference the medical men 


are almost certain to agree on the facts, as 
experienci lias shown ill England and in 
Brooklyn since it was suggested there first 
by Judge Bartlett several years ago. Judge 
Bartlett h is tried the plan with unvarying 
success." 


"Would the first plan proposed by you 


make it easier to get at an expert on cross 
examination?" 


"Mauifeitlyitismuch easier to cross ex- 


amine a witness as to the validity of hig 
conclusion when the facts are agreed upon 
than It Is \i-lien the facts are In doubt, be- 
cause the < onclusious are matters that can 
bo tested by statistics and by textbooks. 


The Caret of the Queen, 


The time was when only a few knew how 


heavy is the load of work and anxiety laid 
upon the queen. Now, happily, the entirfl 
English people are more or less conscious 
of it. We are not quite sure, however, that 
it has struck many people as it ought to 
strike them, that the burden becomes heav- 
ier year by year. For her majesty is not 
only queen of Great Britain and Ireland, 
khe is also empress of India. But her offi- 
cial duties by no means express the full ex- 
tent of her territory or the area of her carea 
and responsibilities. Every occupant of 
the foreign office can tell how the business 
of that department of state has increased 
in volume during the last few years, aud 
how it goes on increasing. That means 
augmentation of labor and solicitude to the 
ciown, whose wearer, moreover, has to in- 
form herself of a world of matters outside 
its jurisdiction. 


In the dedication to the queen written by 


Tennyson the year after his elevation to 
the laureate-ship, he affirmed that the office 
held by her majesty is "nobler than arms, 
or power of brain or birth." We may rest 
assured this was no empty or merely court- 
ly assertion. It represented a sterling fact, 
and it represents a sterling; fact still. It ia 
the office of august duty, and when the 
duty is adequately performed it is unques- 
tionably the highest conceivable. "She 
wrought her people lasting good," wrote 
the laureate 41 years ago. If those words 
were true then, their meaning has since 
been yet more strikingly amplified. Dur- 
ing a reiirn which in mere duration has 
rarely been surpassed, and in greatness and 
majesty has never been equaled, the queen 
has set alike to the highest and the hum- 
blest of her subjects the example of what a 
life should be. 


The moral tone of the nation has been 


sensibly raised by one of whom it could be 
said 40 years ago, "Her court was pure, her 
life serene." The perfect serenity was inter- 
rupted by the hand of death, but sorrow 
only made sense of duty more acute and 
more perfect. The true and tender eulogy 
uttered by Tennyson in 1851 has been merit- 
ed a hundredfold since it was written.— 
London Cor. Boston Herald.

"In a la<-ge city like New York, unless 


the judge knew some man thoroughly 
com- 


petent in the branch of medicine under dis- 
cussion, he could address a letter to the 
pp<»Hi<loiit o t tUo A.oi»cioiuy ol rdediclne, wno 
could give nim n list of the best men in 
that line. Inasmuch as the academy elects 
a new pre.ideut every three years, there 
could not b'i much chqueism in the names 
suggested. 


"In the smaller communities the reputa- 


tion of physicians is so well known that 
the judge v\ ould have no difficulty in mak- 
ing a proper choice." 


"Could the conclusions of experts from 


nn agreed Pet of facts or symptoms differ 
very greatb t" 


"No; not if the experts in the conference 


were compi tent men. 


"1 am not a lawyer," said Dr. Gray in 


conclusion, "and therefore I am not com- 
petent to j idge of what is in accordance 
ivith our code of legal procedure, but I real- 
ly believe that the best method to remedy 
this evil of contradictory expert testimony 
would be to create a medical judge, with 
the rank and salary of a supreme court 
judge. He would go on circuit with the 
other judgis and would sit as a side judge 
in cases involving medical matters. 
He 


iliould be elected by the people. 


"I have been told by my legal friends, 


however, tl at this is impracticable, and I 
fear myseli that the selection of such a 
medical judge would have so much politics 
in it as to pat on the bench only the polit- 
ical doctors 


"The idea of medical advisers to a judge 


was suggest ed to me by the fact that in the 
admiralty courts in England the judge is 
allowed to -mggest two retired naval offi- 
cers, who ai e called the nautical assessors, 
and who sit on the bench with the judge in 
an advisory capacity, so as to keep him 
properly informed in all nautical derails."

EXFERTSJ^ TRIALS. 


THEIR CONTRADICTIONS AROUSE A 


WISH FOR A CHANGE. 


Tho Pri »«nt Method of Accepting Expert 


Tentlmonjr In Murder Trials Uoei Not 
DlCTei From That of Tuklnj; Evidence. 
Tivn J'laiiB Suggoited. 


The question of a now method of taking 


expert medical testimony is being actively 
iiglttitci In tlie Academy of Medicine and 
in the Society of Medical Jumprudence 
Supreme Court Justice Willard Bartlett 
and Professor Lundoii Carter Gray arc the 
lenders n the movement. 


"Isnieform needed, in your opinion, in 


the proent method of taking expert medic- 
al and c ictnical testimony?" Dr. Gray was 
asked y stcrday. 


"The cry fact that experts are so much 


derided by lawyers and regarded with sus- 
picion by the laity," he said, "isevidence of 
the need of a reform. Besides, those who are 
thoroughly acquainted with the matters on 
which (xperts are called to testify know 
well that it is the exception to the rule for 
the jurii s to obtain the real truth about the 
matter And the jurors are tho judges. In 
addition, the best medical men are very re- 
luctant to go upon the witness stand, as 
they feol that their reputation, laboriously 
obtained through long years, is likely to be 
jeopardised by the contradiction of somo 
utterly incompetent person." 


"It 1101 export testimony often rendered 


practically valueless by the contradictions 
of expei ts assuming to equal knowledge, 
and betw een whom the jury is unable to 
discriminate intelligently?" 


"Undoubtedly. That is the reason why 


I think e reform Is needed. The law ought 
to put es ports above suspicion, and it ouyht 
to provide for nornn means of discriminating 
between the competency of experts. 


"The present system is a failure because 


the expeits are employed as partisans, are 
expected to go into court to fight for their 
own side and againpt the other side, and if 
they maintain, as they should do, a perfect- 
ly impanlal and judicial attitude and ad 
mit SOITK thing that is damaging to their 
side, the\ are considered to be clihloyal. 


"The theory of the law is that the quali- 


ties of mi expert can bo detoimined by ctoss 
examinal ion, but this is a fallacy, for there 
aro few lawyers—not one out of a thousand 
—who w i l l coach themselves for the task, 
and there are even fewer lawyers who are 
capable of mastering the subject in such a 
short space of time " 


"What now plan would you suggest?" Dr 


Gray was, asked 


"I have tno plans," he replied, "which 1 


believe v ould go far to lernedy tho evils of 
tho present method of taking expert test! 
mony. 


"1 would suggest, in the first place, that 


tho exper a in jury cases hold a conference 
and cxan ine tho plaintiff, cither before or 
during the timl. Second, I would suggest 
that in c ises tued by a judge alone, the 
judge boh ct two medical men of reputation 
In tho branch of medicine under discussion 
to act as his medical advisers and to sit 
with him on the bench for that purpose, to 
be paid b^ the state or city. 


"The flist plan or system of conferences 


has been for many years the custom in 
Leeds, England, and ia spoken of by Sir

The Cares of the Queen, 


The time was when only a few knew how 


heavy is the load of work and anxiety laid 
upon the queen. Now, happily, the entire 
English people are more or less conscious 
of it. "We are not quite sure, however, that 
it has struck many people as It ought to 
strike them, that the burden becomes heav- 
ier year by year. For her majesty is not 
only queen of Great Britain and Ireland, 
fche is also empress of India. But her offi- 
cial duties by no means express the full ex- 
tent of her territory or the area of her cares 
and responsibilities. Every occupant of 
the [foreign office can tell how the business 
of that department of state has increased 
in volume during the last few years, and 
how it goes on increasing. 
That means 


augmentation of labor and solicitude to tho 
crown, whose wearer, moreover, has to in- 
form herself of a world of matters outside 
its jurisdiction. 


In the dedication to the queen written by 


Tennyson the year after his elevation to 
the laureateship, he affirmed that the office 
held by her majesty is "nobler than arms, 
or power of brain or birth." We may rest 
assured this was no empty or merely court- 
ly assertion. It represented a sterling fact, 
and it represents a sterling fact still. It Is 
the office of august duty, and when the 
duty is adequately performed it is unques- 
tionably the highest conceivable. "She 
wrought her people lasting good," wrote 
the laureate 41 years ago. If those words 
were true then, their meaning has since 
been yet more strikingly amplified. Dur- 
ing a reign which in mere duration has 
rarely been surpassed, and in greatness and 
majesty has never been equaled, the queen 
has set alike to tho highest and the hum- 
blest of her subjects tho example of what a 
life should be. 


The moral tone of the nation has been 


sensibly raised by one of whom it could be 
said 40 years ago, "Her court was pure, her 
life serene." The perfect serenity was inter- 
rupted by the hand of death, but sorrow 
only mode sense of duty more acute and 
more perfect. The true and tender eulogy 
uttered by Tennyson in 1851 has been merit- 
ed a hundredfold since It was written — 
London Cor. Boston Herald.
